The Indian Reservattons—To-Day’s 1 


Russia Making Hasty and Great Naval 
Preparations. 


Sir Peter Lamsden Favors a Boundary Line 
Violating Afghan Territory—The Ameer 
Inveused. — Indian Princes and Chiefs 
Offer Troops and Money to England—Pro- 
posed New French Cabinet — Foreign 
News. 


London, Avril 2.—Russia is taking active steps to 
place the navy on a better war footing. Ia addition 
to the five heavy iron clads, the seven half-plated 
cruisers and five torpedo rams recently mentioned 
by the Vossische Zeitung as being built for the Black 
and Baltic seas, a number of cruisers and torpedo 
rams aré being rapidly fitted out at Nicolaeff, the 
station of the Russian admiral and fleet, at the 
confluence of the Ingul and the Bug. The cruisers 
are from 5,000 to 8,000 tons burden, and will each be 
armed with from ten to fourteen cannons, about 
half of which will be of large calibre. The vessels 
are expected to attain a speed of at least sixteen 
knots an hour. The torpedo rams havea displace- 
ment of about 4,000 tons, and are estimated to go 
about fifteen knots an hour. They will be armed, 
in addition to two torpedo apparatus, witb six nine- 
iach and four smaller guns. The Emir of Bokhara 
has agreed to allow the passage of Russian troops 
and supplies through his territory in the event of 
war with England 

OFFERS FROM INDIAN PRINCES.

Orry or Mexico, via Gatveston, April 2.—Con- 
gress opened last evening and President Diaz, in his 
message, says in regard to the attempt of Gen. 
Barrios against the independence of the Central 
American States, that there are especial duties im- 
posed on Mexico by its honor and sentiments of 
justice, its neighborhood to the belligerents and its 
peculiar relations with the aggressor. President 
Diaz says: “I answered Gen. Barrios frankly, con- 
demning his act. The Mexican people have 
approved my action. Grave, without doubt, are 
the difficulties which this international emergency 
may produce on account of the crisis which now 
affects the public treasury. Nevertheless, the ex- 
ecutive is resolved to sustain an attitude befitting 
the national honor, and counts on the patriotic co- 
operation of Congress to maintain intact the 
national honor and interests. The message also 
states that a new treaty for the extradition of 
criminals, arranged between the United States Gov- 
ernment and the Mexican Minister, will be sub- 
mitted to the Senate; also a law relating to the 
rights of foreigners and to naturalization.

Wasuineton, D. C., April 2.—Central American 


}affairs was the topic at to-day’s Cabinet meeting,

The policy of the 
Administration was declared to be one of protec- 
tion to citizens of the United States at any and all 
hazards, and the orders of last night 
in regard to sending all the available 
men and vessels to the scene of trouble were af- 
firmed. The session was protracted considerably

THE DESTRUCTION OF ASPINWALL. 

New Tonk, April 2—A dispatch has been re- 
ceived at the office of the Panama Railroad Com- 
pany in this city which gives the following account 
of the destruction of the city of Colon or Aspinwall. 
“The revolutionists have destroyed Colon by fire. 
The wharf of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
is the only one which remains standing. The shops 
and property on the beach are saved. Stop all 
freights. We need six wharf-building gangs, mate- 
rial for the construction of wharfs, pile-drivers, 
etc. Charter a steamer and supply it with ample 
provisions to sustain the gangs while at work. 
Communication with Panama has been entirely cut 


off.” 
COMMUNICATION REOPENED. 


Panama, Via Galveston, April 2.—Communica- 
tion with Colon is reopened. The force sent from 
here attacked Preston on the afternoon of the 30th 
ult., and drove back a small outpost. On the morn- 
ing of the 8ist the fight in the town commenced. 
Cannons were used and the firing was heavy. 
While the fight was in progress a fire, the origin of 
which is not yet known, broke out in the town. 
Preston, when he saw that defeat was inevitable. 
made his escape. Mauy of his men were killed or 
captured, The town by this time was in flames. 
Everything was swept away saveafew Panama 
Railroad buildings on the north beach. All the 
piers, except the Pacific Mail Company's, were 
burned, and all the company's books were lost. 
The Canal Company saved its books and $160,000 in 
specie, All the cars on the tracks were desteoyed.

Politics To-Day. 


Archie Carr Determines to Decline the 
Filley Nomination.

Recorder Hoblitzelle Tells What He 
Will do in Appointing Judges of 
Election—A Review of the Situation 
Inside the Two Parties—Gov. Camp- 
bell’s Position on the Gambling Bill 
Being Discussed—Captain I. M. 
Mason Submits a Card- Political 
Notes, 


To-day has been without any notable develop- 
ment in political matters. None of the candidates, 
and very few of their active friends are to be found 
in their customary haunts, all having taken the 
feld for campaign work on the voters direct. 
Although the Grund Republicans speak very slight- 
ingly of the Filiey ticket and the figure it will cut 
in determining the result, there can be no doubt 
whatever that it is a factor of the very 
greatest importance, The Democracy 
recognize this fact, and having a strong confidence 
that Filley will poll fully 1,000 if not 2,000 votes, the 
friends of Mr. Francis consider that they are very 
safe in hbazarding their money on his success. The 
Ewing men, too, in the wards where the Filley ele 
ment is strong, are fully alive to the mistake that 
the Grund committee is making in its estimate. It 
is conceded by everybody that the Filly ticket is 
double as strong with Tyler on It. 
as it would be with Tyler off, and 
in many estimates Mr. Tyler is regarded as 
actually holding the key to the political situation. 
As a result of this belief, he has never for a moment 
been free from the pressure of the contending 
forces since the time he was nominated. Up to the 

resent time he has been very firm in re * to 
isten to all arguments advanced in favor of his 
withdrawal, aſthough heat the same time mani- 
fests an inclination to drop out of tue fight. When 
it is urged that he, having gone before the Grund 
Convention and taken his chances for a nomination, 
has now no right to make a fight ainst 
the man who defeated himin that contest, 
knowledges that that is very true. But on the other 
hand, when it is urged that for him to withdraw 
now would be to es strong ground for the sus- 
picion that he was influenced a money consider- 
ation or a promise of patronage, he declares that 
that is true, too, and it isthe fear that this will be 
charged against him chat has thus far decided him 
to stand firmly and make the contest on the side of 
the men who nominated him. Several of the 
colored men who made such a sarong Sane for him 
in the Grund convention, including his own brother- 
in-law and J. Milton Turner, bave been won over 
to the side of the — men, and he bas showed a 
great deal of nerve determination in withstand- 
ing these influences. He still asserts that he will 
alide by the decision of the Executive Committee 
of the colored men's party, which meets to-night. 
The chairman of that committee is Mr, Parker, 
principal of Public School building No. 4, and J. 
W. Wilsonis one of its most iofluential members. 
The Ewing men feel quite confident this 
afternoon that this committee will decide that Ty- 
ler should take that course best calculated to con- 
duce to the success of the Republican party next 
Tuesday, and withdraw 

THE POHLMAN MANAGERS 
are equally sure that tue committee will do no such 
thing, and that even if it does, Tyler will refuse to 
be bound by it. To-nigut's meeting of that com- 
mittee, therefore, will have more importance for 
the people of St. Louis than a meeting of the Pres- 
ident and hie Cabinet. 

There ig some difference of opinion as to whether 
the success of the head of either ticket will mean 
the success of the entire ticket.

. trong Opposition to Sexton among the Irish voters 
of the Second, Fourth, Tweifth and Twentieth 
Wards has had the effect of making a great many 
Democrats who are confident of the election of Mr.
